; Mrs. Lydia Williams, a resident of 
Sierra Madre the past eleven years, 
passed away Saturday, Dec. 20.

After Dr. Bovard had turned 
his car and started toward Sierra 
Madre he glanced around just in 
time to see the other car go over 
the bank. 

The auto rolled about 200 feet 
down the steep slope, turning over 
three or four times. The men were 
thrown out and Robb and Swanson 
managed to scramble to safety. 
Woods was probably injured early in 
the fall and rolled along in the 
avalanche of rocks and debris about 
200 feet below where the car lodged. 
He was half buried when found.

W. E. Doty left today for Chicago 
to begin active connection with the 
Washbum-Crosby Company of Min¬ 
neapolis. He will be absent about 
four months and upon his return will 
take charge of the bakery service 
department of the company for the 
Western States. 

This appointment carries recog¬ 
nition of Mr. Doty as one of the 
outstanding men of the bakery in¬ 
dustry in the west. The field of 
work is a new one in which he will 
have a chance to do some pioneering. 

Flour mills formerly catered chief¬ 
ly to housewives for home baking, 
the commercial bakers taking about 
one-third of their product. Home 
baking has decreased to a point 
where commercial bakeries use about 
75 per cent of the flour produced. 
Until quite recently the big mills 
have given no particular attention 
to the problems of the bakers, but 
the organization of the Bakery Serv¬ 
ice department is designed to reverse 
this. 

Mr. Doty and the men under him 
will not be salesmen but will be 
merely expert advisers for all the 
bakers in their territory. He will 
organize a staff of assistants who 
will cover the Rocky Mountain and 
Pacific states. In addition to super¬ 
vising them and making occasional 
trips over the territory, he will 
cover the Southern California field 
himself. 

To take the new position Mr. 
Doty resigned his place as superin¬ 
tendent of the Franco-American 
Baking Co. of Los Angeles. His fel¬ 
low employes presented to him a 
handsome white gold watch in token 
of their regard.

Drastic increases on all classes 01 postal i.itts exupi 
on letters is proposed by Postmaster General New to take 
care of prospective raises in the salaries of postal workers 
and reduce deficiency, amounting last year to over $40,- 
000,000, greatest in the history of the department. 

Greatest objection will be voiced over the proposed in¬ 
crease of newspaper postage, which, according to the post¬ 
master general’s recommendation, will be more than 30 
per cent. These rates were more than doubled during the 
war, with the understanding that they were to be reduced 
at the close of hostilities, but there has been po reduction, 
and now comes the suggestion of another drastic increase. 

This will mean more general curtailment of newspa¬ 
per and magazine circulation, since the postage to the 
higher zones will make a prohibitive subscription pi ice, 
especially for the great dailies and the popular magazines, 
and the outcome probably will he a slight increase of rev¬ 
enue to the govermnment. Weekly papers, such as .the 
News, derive little revenue from subscriptions outside of 
the county where they are published, and it is probable 
that all of them will be obliged to add at least fifty cents 
to the subeription price to subscribers outside of their im-
